■'The m aster w as a fat, healthy m an; but he turn ed very 
pale 
. 
The assistants were paralyzed with w onder; the boys 
with fear, W hat!' said the m aster at length, in a fuint voice. 
" ‘Please, sir,’ replied Oliver, 'I w ant some m ore.’ ” 
“O liver T w ist,” by C harles Dickens. 


The tale of the presumtuous Oliver Twist, who dared 
ask for more gruel in the workhouse, has always been a 
favorite among the English. Dickens, writing back in the 
days before governments had elbowed private capital out 
of the international lending game, had no thought of poli­ 
tics when he penned the lines quoted above. Yet some­ 
how the, Dickens characterization fits most aptly the 
dogged British drive through the past two generations to 
put the bee on Uncle Sam for enough money to permit 
the English citizens to enjoy comforts without working 
for them. 
Very few Americans realize the fantastic extent to 
which, over a period of some thirty-seven years, they have 
been digging down, down into their own pockets to fur­ 
nish hand-outs to John Bull. 
As a matter of fact, the figures defy tabulation. Even 
if all the giveaways shipped from.this nation to our impe­ 
cunious English-speaking cousins beyond the seas could 
be listed and added, the figures would still be misleading 
and deceptive. O ur own dollar has slumped heavily in 
buying capacity and inherent value, and the British pound 
has been twice devalued— once automatically by reason of 
the war, and again artificially, as a tricky way of trying to

Our serious efforts to underwrite the British govern­ 
ment go back to the early stages of the First World War. 
Our government made a series of war-loans to the British 
government, which was all to the good, and at the time 
seemed like a simple, business-type operation. W e did 
the same for most of the other nations of Europe which 
were outside the German Axis. 
But after the war, the proposition was built up, so 
skilfully, that we had gained more than the British had in 
beating back the German threat upon the Tight Little Isle, 
and that we therefore ought to kiss off the war debt. It 
presently developed that the only country in all the world 
which seriously intended to repay the war debt was Fin­ 
land, and it is to our everlasting shame that we treacher­ 
ously rewarded Finland for her honesty by turning her 
over to the tender “tutelage" of Russia after the Second 
World War. 
The British didn t pay back enough on the war debt 
to keep up the interest. When it was finally wiped off the 
books by cancellation, it was bigger than at the end of the 
war itself. 
Between the wars, England toyed around on the 
fringes of socialism. Having found how easy it was to 
put the arm on a well-to-do and unsuspicious nation like 
this, the British government made very little serious effort 
to stabilize its own economy. When Chamberlain, the 
umbrella man, finally walked out on the mess which his 
appeasement had produced, and turned the reins over to 
Churchill, it was found that England had wasted the sub­ 
stance of her people without preparing for the conflict 
which was about to engulf her.

pie, how much of it supplied them with luxuries which 
their own enterprise was not earning for them, are ques­ 
tions which defy answer. 
After the war was ended, and after the Labor Social­ 
ists had persuaded the British people to throw their war­ 
time savior, Winston Churchill, out of office as their token 
of appreciation for saving them from the Germans, the 
build-up began for the British "loan"— the three and three- 
quarters billion dollar donation which was battled so long 
in Congress. What the British did with this, once it was 
sewed up, was to reduce their own taxes substantially, and 
use the American gift as a means of putting their "cradle- 
to-grave" program of government giveaways into oper­ 
ation. 
Later, as everybody knows, there was the Marshall 
Plan, or ECA. of which England received an estimated T ren ton . 
$10 billion. 
But meanwhile the American handouts continued in 
other more skilfully hidden methods. 
For instance, England was presented with an un­ 
countable amount in war surplus which happened to be in 
that country when the war ended, or was in some other 
location which made it easy to slip it into their hands. 
.Any figures attempting to estimate the value of such gifts 
are wholly unreliable, since the surplus commodities were 
mostly all marked down to preposterously low values 
when peace returned, despite the fact that much of it, such 
as trucks, was quite as valuable for peacetime as in war. 
Again, during the post-war years, our military estab­ 
lishment had the spending of uncountable billions, much of 
it appropriated with the idea of maintaining our military 
strength, but actually used for the purpose of buying up 
crop and industrial surpasses in this country, to keep 
prices high and preserve the illusion of a "boom." 
The Truman administration has never volunteered a 
factual report on these activities, and Congress has never 
insisted on it. As a matter of fact, the Truman adminis­ 
tration stopped the issuance of the one set of figures out 
of which the disposal of the army purchases might be 
traced — the foreign trade statistics, the most revealing of 
which were discontinued in 1948. 
But regardless of the exact amount, the English peo­ 
ple and government got the benefit of huge hidden spend­ 
ing of this sort. 
Or to name another example of concealed financial 
aid to the British people, for which the American popu­ 
lation paid whether it knew it or not, Great Britain bene­ 
fitted from UNRRA, "Un-Rah," that scandalous postwar 
boon-doggle which ladled out uncountable billions without 
anyone ever tracing where it all went. The figures on 
UNRRA don’t tell the whole story. As a single example, 
when it came to bonding the agency's thousands of em ­ 
ployees, this "plum" was awarded to the British, instead 
of being handled in this country or being underwritten by 
our own government. 
Another concealed donation which the American 
people have been making to the British is in the field of 
tariffs. Ever since Roosevelt and Hull took over the com­ 
mand of foreign trade, and, without daring to repeal the 
Smoot-Hawley Tariff Act, nevertheless decided to riddle 
it with the Trade Agreements program, we have been 
admitting British-made goods below the safe level of pro- 
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ter, Mr. and Mr*. Nile* Balderston,
